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1, The tribes which live permanently in the vicinity of the Pa-yi-Tag Pass 
(N34°25) E46°O1') are the Karindi, the Kalhur, and the Kalkhani branch 
of the Guran. During the six months of the winter half of the year, 
the Sanjabi, Waladbegi, and the remainder of the Guran migrate with 
their flocks into the lower country east of the Pass. 


2. It is informent's opinion that 911 of the above-mentioned tribes, with 
the exception of the Sanjabi, would actively resist a Soviet attack if 
they were suprlied with orm! by the British or the Iranians. 


3. Both Ashgar Khan Sanjabi and Dr. Sanjabi, the leaders of the Sanjabi, 
are anti-British and are inclined to be sympathetic to the Soviets and 
to the Tudeh Party2,
